SECRETARY OF THE DEPARTMENT OP AGRICULTURE 
AND TECHNICAL INSTRUCTION FOR IRELAND. 

Sir. 

I have the honour to submit the following Half- 
yearly Report, January-June, 1909, on the Banking, 
Railway, and Shipping Statistics of Ireland. 

As regards Banks and Banking in Ireland the 
Report states (1.) the deposits and cash balances in 
Joint Stock Banks; (II.) the deposits in Post Office 
and Trustees Savings Banks in Ireland; (IIP) t* 16 
amount of the Government Funds, India StocRs, 
Guaranteed Land Stock, and War Stock on which 
dividends are payable at the . Bank of Ireland, and 
(IV.) the Note Circulation of, and the amount oi Com 
held by, the Irish Banks of Issue. 

As regards Railways in Ireland the Report states 
(1) the weekly traffic receipts; (2) the amormt of 
Ordinary, Preferential and Guaranteed, and Loans 
and Debenture Stock, classed according to rate of 
dividend; (3) the amount of Capital, &c., as shown 
for each Railway in Ireland ; (4) the length of Lines, 
Traffic, Gross Receipts, &c. ; (5) the Working Expen- 
diture, Net Receipts, and Rolling Stock; (6) the 
Receipts from Season and Periodical Tickets ; and (7) 
the length of Light Railways and the names of the 
Companies by which such Railways are worked or 
are to be worked. 
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As regards Shipping the Report states the total 
Tonnage of Vessels entered and cleared in the Ports 
of Ireland in each of the years 1898-1908, and the 
Number and Tonnage of Vessels entered and cleared 
in pach of the Ports in Ireland in 1908. 

Two Statistical Diagrams are placed in the Report 
to illustrate respectively the growth of Irish Banking 
and of Post Office and Trustees Savings Banks (page 
10) and the weekly Receipts of Irish Railways in each 
of the first 26 weeks of the years 1908 and 1909 (page 
22). 


Banks. 

I. Deposits and Cash Balances in Joint Stock Banks. 

The deposits and cash balances in Joint Stock 
Banks amounted on the 30th June last to £51,877,000,* 
being the highest amount for June of which there is 
record, and £1,281,000 in excess of that for June, 

1908. Comparing the deposits and cash balances 
since June, 1889— with the exception of a decrease in 
June, 1897 — there has been a gradual increase from 
£31,205,000 in June, 1889, to £51,877,000 in June, 

1909. 

These figures are of considerable Interest as indi- 
cating the growth of the operations and influence of 
Banking in Ireland. They do not, however, in them- 
selves gauge the growth of “ net savings.” Such a 
growth and its extent could only be determined by a 
complete account of savings on the one hand, and of 
indebtedness on the other. But for this account the 
necessary data are not available.

It will be seen from Table II. that at the end of 
June of this year, the estimated amount in the Post 
Office Savings Banks in Ireland stood at £11,187,000, 
as compared with £10,627,000 for the corresponding 
period of 1908, showing an increase of £560,000.

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Table II. (a) shows by half-years, for the past ten 
years, the accumulation of deposits in the Post Office 
Savings Banks. Prom this Table it appears that there 
has been a steady increase in each half-year up to 
and including that ending June, 1907, the'amount to 
the credit of depositors at that time reaching its maxi- 
mum, when the balance showed an increase of 
£49,000 as compared with the amount in December, 

1906. In the half-year ended December, 1907, the 
balance to the credit of depositors showed a decrease 
of £59,000 as compared with the amount in June, 

1907, but since then there has been an increase in 
each half-year; in June, 1909, an increase of £350,000 
as compared with the amount in December, 1908.

From Table IV. it will he 
seen that the total amount in the Post Office and 
Trustees Savings Banks in Ireland in June, 1909, was 
£13,653,000, as compared with £13,073,000 for the 
•corresponding period of the year 1908, an increase of 
£580,000. J 


It will also.be observed from Table IV. that there 
has been an increase in each year from 1889 to 1909, 
except in 1893 and 1908, and that the balance in 
Savings Banks on the 30th June, 1909, was more than 
two and half times the amount to the credit of 
depositors jn.June of the year 1889, the first year for 
which statistics are given in the Table.

The two tables which follow present some features 
of interest in connection with the subject of small 
■savings. Table TV. (b) shows the balances in the Post

It will be seen from Table V. that on the 30th June 
last the total amount of the Government Funds, India 
Stocks, Guaranteed Land Stock,* Guaranteed 2| per 
cent.

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IV. Bank Note Circulation and Coin Held. 

The Average Bank Note circulation of the Six 
Banks of Issue in Ireland for the June period, 1909, 
was £6,553,000 as against £6,419,000 for 1908, show- 
ing an increase of £134,000. For the same periods, the 
average amounts of Coin held by these Banks were, 
respectively, £3,548,000 and £3,489,000, showing an 
increase of £59,000. Table VI. presents the June 
returns for the years 1899 to 1909.

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It will be observed from Table VI. (a) that the usual 
decrease of Note circulation and of the amount of 
Coin held in June, as compared with December, took 
place in 1909. The decreases on this occasion were 
respectively £588,000 and £303,000. The Note cir- 
culation of Irish Banks of Issue for June, 1909 
(£6,553,000), is 21 per cent, more than the circulation 
(£6,419,000) in June, 1908, and 12-3 per cent, less than 
the circulation (£7,468,000) in December, 1902, which 
was the largest on record since the year 1882. The 
amount of Coin held in June, 1909 (£3,548,000), is 17 
per cent, more than the amount (£3,489,000) in June 
1908.

Railways. 

The receipts of Irish Railways, week by week, for 
the first half of the year 1909, have been supplied to 
this Department by the authorities of the several 
Companies, and will be found tabulated in Table 
VII., and compared with the receipts for the corre- 
sponding period of the- year 1908. This Table does 
not include the returns of the Light Railways of 
Ireland. 

A review of the weekly traffic returns shows that in 
10 weeks the receipts fell below those for the corre- 
sponding weeks of the year 1908, and in 16 weeks the 
receipts exceeded those for the corresponding periods, 
with the net result that the total receipts for the first 
26 weeks of the year 1909 amounted to £1,970,103, an 
increase of £21,313, or 11 per cent., as compared with 
the amount received in the first six months of the 
preceding year. It should be stated that the weekly 
receipts published in this table only approximate to 
completeness. The complete figures for each year are 
published annually by the Board of Trade. 

Tables VIII. to XIII. present information relative 
to the financial position, traffic receipts, working ex- 
penditure, &c., of each Railway in Ireland. This 
information is compiled and published by the Board 
of Trade from returns supplied by the Railway Com- 
panies themselves, pursuant to the requirements of 
the Regulations of Railways Act, 1871.

It appears from the following Table (XIV.), that 
of vessels in foreign trade* which were entered in the 
Ports of Ireland during the ten years 1898-1907, the 
highest tonnage was 1,545,102 in 1907, and the 
lowest 1,142,713 in 1900. The average tonnage of 
vessels in foreign trade entered in the Ports of Ire- 
land during the decade 1898-1907 was 1,260,676; the 
tonnage entered in 1908 was 1,630,269, being 85,167 
above that for the year 1907, and 369,593, or 29-3 per 
cent, more than the yearly average for the ten years 
1898-1907. The average tonnage of vessels in the coast- 
ing trade entered in the Ports of Ireland during 
the decade 1898-1907, was 5,713,840; the tonnage 
entered in 1908 was 5,931,216, being 2,810 above that 
for the year 1907, and 217,376, or 3.8 per cent., more 
than the yearly average for the ten years 1898-1907. 

The average tonnage of vessels in the foreign trade* 
cleared^ during the ten years 1898-1907 was 503,155; 
the tonnage cleared! in 1908 was 930,600, being 
427,445, or 85-.0 per cent., over the average, and 
170,868 over the tonnage for 1907. The average ton- 
nage of vessels in the coasting trade cleared during 
the ten years 1898-1907 was 4,500,448; in 1908 the 
tonnage was 4,734,269, being 233,821, or 5-2 per cent., 
more than the average for the decade 1898-1907, but 
18,364 below the tonnage for 1907.
